making. the kernels, damaged the wheat crop of ni 
United States to the extent of 200,000,000 bushels of 
grain. In Minnesota and the Dakotas alone the dam- 
age was something like $110,000,000. 

There is danger of another outbreak of rust in 
1918. If at any time during the six weeks or s0 be- 
fore harvest a warm, wet spell of weather should 
come this rust might wipe out more bushels of grain 
than the entire country could save by a year of}; 
Hooverizing. There is just one ‘way to prevent this 
outbreak. This is to dig from the ground and burn 
every barberry bush of every variety except the 
Japanese—which alone has been declared innoceent. 

For the rust to live it is necessary that it spend one 
stage of its existence upon the young leaves of the 
barberry. This is in the spring. Without these 
leaves the life cycle would be broken and the wheat 
crop would be largely spared. In the summer the 
rust is a reddish or brown growth on the stem of 
grains. Later a black, dormant form grows, which 
lies dormant on straw, stubble, and grasses ince nates 
ter. ¢ eat

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When 4pring comes the ‘spores germinate and. float 
through the air until one of them alights on the leaf 
of a barberry bush. Here the spore takes hold, de- 
velopa, spreads, and germinates..-in the course of a 
few days small, yellowish spots are formed, which 
when put under a microscope appear as small cups. 
The cups open and from each one seyeral thousand | 
of a different kind of spore is expelied. This second 
spore is carried by the wind until it reaches a wheat, 
oat, rye,.or barley field. ‘There it settles on the 
stem of the grain and in about eight or ten days it 
reproduces other spores which again spread. 

Most of the barberry bushes..are in town, many 
miles from wheat fields. That does not matter. The 
spores from the barberry attack many kinds of com- | 


and in parks and many other places about town. 
One barberry bush in.the heart of a city as big as 
Chicago could give off the spores that could travel in 
a short time to the countryside and infect hundreds 
of acres. One row of shrubs in a town the size of 
South Bend would endanger the fields of grain for 
twenty-five miles in every direction. 

To reach the barberry bushes the spores from the 
winter stage of the disease will be carried long dis-. 
tances by the wind. There is one instance on record 
where it is believed that it was carried sixty miles. 
The spores from the barberry probably go but a 
comparatively short distance, but they find lodging 
on grasses and the grasses do the rest of the carry-

The story of the barberry bush is an interesting 
one. It was first known among the Himalayas of 
central Asia, where it still grows wild. It was early 
known among the Hindus for the medicinal proper- 
ties its berries possessed. Doubtless its bright red 
berries and bright leaves attracted attention and it 
was carried away to be transplanted as an ornament. 

It came ‘to America some time in the seventeenth 
century. Perhaps it, too, came over in the Mayflower. 


connection with the black stem rust of wheat, but it 
has been only in recent years that this connection 
has been fully worked out and definitely proved. 

How can the barberry bushes be eradicated and 
this danger to the wheat crop be removed? In North 
Dakota there is a recent law passed since 1916 that 
prohibits the planting and requires all barberry 
bushes to be dug up. 

On March 26, 1918, the Minnesota commission of 
public safety, which has been given extraordinary 
wartime powers, issued an order, under the signature 
of Gov. J. A. A. Burnquist, requiring all bar- 
berry to be eradicated at once. The state en- 
tomologist has been put in charge of the work 
and certain county officials appointed as depu- 
ties. If upon notices any property owner refuses 
to get rid of the barberries within ten days the 
official is to do it for him and render him a bill. If 
the bill is mot paid within ten days the county at- 
torney is to enter suit to collect. In fully a dozen 
oher states from Montana to Colorado and Ohio 

there ig much barberry—and no such law. There is 
no time to get a law and no emergency power to act 
as in Minnesota. . 

The governors of various states have been asked 
by Secretary of Agriculture Houston to issue proc- 
lamations, But there will be no authority be- 
hind these. The barberry eradication will be in 
the hands of the voluntary patriots. If it ts erad- 
joated it must be done by men of their own free 
will. It must be done at once—and largely by city 
men, for it is in towns that the barberry is planted 
most. By May 15 the spores will begin leaving the 
barberry and be carried away to the grain fields. 
By June 1 the damage will almost be done and it will 


not be stopped. After the spores reach a field, if at 
any time within a month there comes a damp, warm 
day, they will grow, spread like wildfire, and within 
a short time damage hundreds of acres in every 
direction. |

REPLY—The medical name _ for 
Shingles is herpes zoster. This name 
Suggests that shingles is a kinsman of 
fever blisters and cold sores, since the 
medical name for the eruption is herpes 
labialis. And this is true, for herpes is 
Hable to appear on any part of the body. 
The name given the eruption by physi- 
clans is determined by the location. 

The public has a name for each of the 
several varieties because long before sci- 
entific names came into use the hérgetic 
eruptions were so harmful and generally 
inconvenient they won notice and names. 
Wherever they are found they are local 
expression of constitutional conditions, 
They are the red flags hung on the out- 
side to indicate that there is something 
wrong on the inside. 


In the case of dover blisters we know 

that they generally mean infection with 
certain bacteria and not with othera. 
For instance, if a man gets a pneumonia 
infection, whether it takes the form of 
pneumonia, bronchitis, or a common cold, 
the chances are that he will develop 
fever blisters. If he is infected with 
meningococci, a kinsman of the pneumo- 
coccus, he has them. But if he is in- 
fected with typhoid bacilli and his blood 
is reeking with the bacteria he will not 
have fever blisters. 
Shingles or herpes zoster is a form of 
neuralgia.

newly arrived immigrants is at 
the bottom of conditions such as 
now exist in Wisconsin and other 
states populated by natives of any one 
foreign country. 

We invite these people to our ani 
and, after they pass inspection at Ellis 
island, the interest of our government 
in their welfare practically ceases and 
they begin to drift—as a rule first into 
the hands of a hotel runner of their 
own nationality who, not infrequently, 
is an agent for some ward politician 
interested in colonizing the new arrivals ; 
where, under his direction, they are 
made his kind of American citizens to 
further his political ambitions. 

They are steered into districts of the 
big port of entry, where they find 
churches, secret societies, and newspa- 
pers in the language of their native coun- 
try, their own language spoken, and, in 
fact, all the conditions good and bad 
they were endeavoring to leave behind. 
The unscrupulous employment agency. 
takes a hand—manufacturing centers be- 
come populated with one nationality, in- 
dustries are frequently ruled by one na- 
tionality. Others drift slowly westward 
into localities already populated with 
their own kind, where the customs and 
language of their mother country be- 
come a part of their daily life; and this 
we call a “ melting pot.” 

Coming from countries where they 
had little or no voice in the govern- 
ment, yet living as a rule in practically 
the same environment in our country, 
with little or no knowledge of our in- 
stitutions, our ideals, our hopes, or our 
ambitions as'a nation, they are in‘ five 
short years pronounced fit to assume 
the duties of citizenship and given .the 
right to vote and to hold any office in 
our land with the single exception of 
that of president of the United States. 

From 1996 to 1910, 8,500,000 immigrants 
came to the United States to make their 
home; 3,200,000 returned, leaving a net 
increase of 5, 350, 000. History contains 


no similar movement in population which 
in volume or proportion equals this, 
Seventy-two per cent df them remain 
in our large cities. New York alone 
has nearly 2,000,000 foreign born pop- 
ulation. Chicago nearly three-quarters 
of a million. With 480,000 Russians, 


_farmers in their native land, New York 
City (leaving out Pennsylvania) has more 


of this nationality than all the other 
forty-six states. 

The Italian immigrants, coming from 
@ sunny climate and well adapted “to 
work on our southern plantations, where 
splendid opportunities await the right 
kind of immigrants, are in New York 
to the number of 375,000, while Texas, 
Mississippi and Louisiana have less than 


6 per cent of the Italians now in the

Stensland, who was founder 
and president of the Milwaukee Ave 
nue State bank, which collapsed in the 
summer of 1906, died yesterday at the 
residence of his sister-in-law, Mrs.

In the days of his prosperity Mr. 
Stensland was one of the foremost 
among Chicago's Scandanavian people,

They had a knowledge that the stuff 
they were handling had something to 
do with Great Lakes, they said. The 
sending station was rigged up with 
wires which ran out onto the roof of 
the skyscraper and were attached to 
the metal frame of the building to 
make the “ ground” necessary. 

Cleverly Hidden. 

The receiving station, alleged to 
have been picking up messages from 
‘Great Lakes, was cleverly concealed 
in a room on the upper floor of a flat 
building. Several hundred feet of 


running back and forth to make the 
aerials. 

By a tuning arrangement the sending 
apparatus flashed out messages for a 
long time without any of them being 
“picked up” by government stations. 

However, for several months there 
have been suspicions that some one 
somewhere had been tampering with 
Great Lakes wireless messages. As 
all orders for Great Lakes, and their 
replies, are transmitted by wireless, the 
field gives good promise for spy work. 

U. S. Employé “In Bad.” 

One. federal employé is reported to be 
“in bad” on account of the discovery 
of one of these stations. Its presence 

was known some time ago and he was 
sent to seal it. The “sealing” was a 
very poor job, it is reported. :
